Churches Celebrate Holy Day 


ROMULUS - A three-year 
garbage and rubbish collection 
contract at a yearly cost of 
$79,424 was approved Dec. 17, 
by the Romulus Township 
Board of Trustees. 

The contract, calling for 
weekly collections of garbage 
and rubbish, was awarded to 
Edsel Beaudrie, 23123 Bohn, 
Belleville, whose bid for the 
three-year period was the 
lowest of four considered by 
the Township Board. 

The vote on the contract 
awarding was 4 to 2. 

Voting against the contract 
was Edmund Bizek, township 
supervisor, and Alfred J. Perry, 
township clerk. Voting for the 
contract were Trustees James 
Stewart, who made a motion 
to approve the bid; Joseph 
Wallis, who supported Stewart; 
Ellis T. Pennington, and 
Roderick Smith. Trustee 
Jimmie Raspberry had been 
excused from the meeting and 
did not vote. 


Contract costs were 
computed on the Township’s 
current number of rubbish and 
garbage pick-ups - 4,364 units 
(commerical and residential) 
which is based on present 
number of water service 
customers and certificates of 


occupancy. 

The present collection 
contract held by Canejo Sons 
Trucking, 16321 Dodge, 
Romulus, expired this month 
{December). 

His contract called for a 
two-year payment of $86,232 
based on the same number of 
collections but at a rate of 38 
cents per unit per week. 

Bids were requested on both 
a two-year contract and on a 
three-year contract.

The bids submitted by 


Beaudrie were 37 cents for a 
two-year contract and 35 cents 
for a three-year contract which 
was the contract accepted and 
approved by the Board. 

Bizek, who voted against 
awarding the contract to 
Beaudrie, commented: 

“The Board has the right to 
reject any and all bids or to 
accept a bid that is to the best 
interests of the community. I 
didn’t feel that this contract 
would be awarded. Beaudrie 
was our former collector and 
was for several years and 
during a time when bids were 
not advertised for. 

“He oqce walked out on the 
Township and left us high and 
dry without any prior notice. 

“He claimed that he wasn’t 
getting enough under his 
contract despite a 30-day 
clause for notification of 
cancellation or asking for 
reconsideration. 

“In addition, the township 
received complaints on his 
pick-up operations. 

“Based on past performance 
1 had a serious reservation.” 

Bizek stated that he favored 
Ryznar who is a Romulus 
resident and taxpayer and his 
immediate* avaiiabibryTustifled* 
the difference in costs. 

Bizek added that he hoped 
Beaudrie could do a good job 
under the new rubbish and 
garbage collection contract 
authorized by the Board.

BELLEVILLE - Arrange- 
ments have been made for the 
new 34th District Court to 
temporarily sit at the Van 
Buren Township Hall, Judge 
Elect Francis D. Ross has 
announced. 

The hall, located at 46425 
Tyler road, has a chamber 
which can be immediately used 
to hold jury trials and trials of 
a serious nature where it is 
expected that numerous 
persons might be in 
attendance. In making the 
announcement Ross said: 

“The law requires that I sit 
in Romulus as of this time but 
there is presently no place in 
Romulus which has enough 
space to take care of the needs 
of the Court. This is not the 
fault of the Romulus officials 
who have been most 
cooperative. There simply is 
not a space immediately 
available to accomodate the 
Court. 

“We are continuing with our 
effort to locate a proper place 
in Romulus to hold Court; but, 


we do not wish to expend a 
large amount of public funds 
for temporary facilities when 
we • know that the new 
Romulus Municipal Complex 
provides the necessary Court 
facilities. 

“In the meantime, I expect 
that we will regularly use the 
conference room in the 
1 Romulus Water Building for 
small claims cases. 

“This plan will not waste any 
monies for Van Buren 
Township in as much as the 
Court will be required to sit in 
Van Buren Township as well as 
Romulus following the 1970 
census. 

I have been advised that the 
Supreme Court is In favor of 
this plan as long as facilities are 
not presently available in 
Romulus.” 

Judge Ross told this paper 
that the new Court will 
commence it’s work on Jan. 2, 
as scheduled and that he 
expects to hold court in the 
local geographical areas in the 
small claims division as soon 
thereafter as is practical.

hard time finding their share of 
this money. 

“A Judicial System is not 
self sustaining and the fact that 
there was no established 
Municipal Court in the area has 
added to the problems. 

“We expect to have 10,000 
active files sent to us before 
Jan. 1 , and at least that many 
closed files which cannot be 
disposed of for some time to 
come. 

"These files must be 
inventoried, integrated into the 
new court system, housed, and 
brought before the new court 
and disposition made. 

“In the light of the work 
before us we have been 
extremely happy that the 
township of Van Buren has 
offered to host so much of our 
operation as is necessary in the 
new Township Hall. 


Romulus simply has no place 
in the area where the Court can 
sit at the present time but it is 
to be hoped that our Central 
Administration Unit can be 
housed in that area. 

“I will hold small claims 
cases and ordinance cases, 
when possible, in the various 
municipal buildings as per my 
original plans. 

“We have not hired anyone 
for the new court staff, 
pending approval of a budget, 
but we have ordered supplies 
and I am certain that personnel 
will be available for the 
opening of the court on Jan. 
1 .” 

The 34 th District Court 
Jurisdiction embraces the 
communities of Belleville, 
Huron Township, Sumpter 
Township, Romulus and Van 
Buren Townships. 


Three ways a family can 
handle the rising volume of 
unordered merchandise 
Americans receive during the 
holiday season were disclosed 
by Postmaster General W. 
Marvin Watson. He said: 

“If you don’t want an 
unordered item - such as ties, 
greeting cards, pen and pencil 
sets or auto key rings - put the 
merchandise aside for a 
reasonable period of time, and 
if unclaimed, dispose of it. 

“Another way,” Postmaster 
General Watson said, “is to 
refuse to accept a package you 
believe contains goods you 
didn’t ask for. Just write: 
‘Refused-Return to Sender* on 
the package and put it back 
into the mails. 

“If a person uses an item, he 


is legally obligated to pay in 
most states. However, New 
York and Illinois have enacted 
legislation which makes such 
items an ‘unconditional gift.' 

“We have found that 
unordered shipments trouble 
many postal patrons,” the 
Postmaster General said. 
“Many families mistakenly 
believe they have two choices: 
Either send back a payment, or 
retie the package and pay 
postage for its return.” 

In some instances, promoters 
attempt to collect by sending 
notices which suggest a family 
must pay for the unordered 
item. “Don’t be troubled by 
these letters,” Watson said, 
“because one might charge the 
mailer storage and handling 
costs.” 


adopted by the Township at 
the Dec. 17 Township Board 
meeting. 

The Board held that the 
efficient administration of the 
new District Court System and 
Township government required 
the creation of a Parking 
Violation Bureau, Edmund 
Bizek, township supervisor, 
announced.

The effective date of the 
Parking Violation Bureau’s 
operation will be Jan. 2. 

All the fines and costs 
collected will periodically be 
turned over to the Township 
Treasurer for disposition as the 
Township Board may by 
resolution provide, Alfred J. 
Perry, township clerk, 
reported. 

The Ordinance becomes 
effective upon publication, he 
said.

Exhibits Recall Spirit 
Of Past Christmases 


The Henry Ford Museum is 
amply prepared for the holiday 
season. Decorations are hung, 
Christmas music emanates 
from antique music boxes, and 
a series of special exhibits bring 
earlier American yuletides to 
life. 

The mqor exhibit is a 
display of antique and 
contemporary Nativity Scenes 
and Figures dating from the 
late- 18th century >o modem 
times. The creches Are mainly 
of American origin, but a few 
are from Italy, Germany, 
Mexico, Sweden, England and 
even Japan. 

There are more than 20 
groups in all, representing the 
full range of elaboration from 
the simplest to the most 
intricate. There are figures 
made of paper, wood, 
papier-mache, pottery, plaster, 
stone and plastic, showing that 
Nativity scenes of some kind 
were standard in many 
households during past 
Christmases. 

| 

This exhibit will also include 
a collection of Arks complete 
with wooden figures of Noah 
and his passengers. This was a 
common 19th century 
diversion for small children. 
The Arks vary in size from an 
antique one containing several 
hundred animals to modem 
ones only a few inches in 
length containing a small 
number of figures. 

Nearby, skilled craftsmen 
recall how our ancestors 
prepared for Christmas by 
demonstrating the handicrafts 
of a younger America. Many of 
the things made in these 
demonstrations from blown 
Christmas tree ornaments to 
molded and dipped candles are 
for sale and make intriguing 
gifts. 

In the showcases in the 
Museum lobby, another exhibit 


shows how Christmases of the 
past were different from those 
of today. Early Christmas 
cards, children’s books, prints 
of holiday scenes and many 
other mementoes of the past 
are on display. Together, these 
items show how many of our 
modem traditions had their 
beginning. 

These special holiday events 
at the Museum continue 
through January 5. Visitors 
may see them every day except 
Christmas and New Year’s Day 
at no additional charge.

'Big Train' Pulls Up Nazis 

Few of you will recall the ’’Spaghetti Bowl.” That one goes 
back quite a bit - to Europe and the Second World War. And 
the subject popped up the other day when the hero of that 
unorthodox football game showed up in this office. 

John Moody - an All-American fullback from Morris Brown 
College, (Atlanta, Ga.), in the early forties, who is now living 
in Inkster - stopped in to reminisce of those days that when 
your “foes” sent in another platoon, you had to be ready for 
them. Your life depended on it. 

“Platoon football? Heck, if we played that way back then, 
I’d still be playing football today,” said the 51 -year-old, 
210-pound pack of power. 

”1 guess it’s OK., though’” he added, “but I feel a player 
must prove himself both on offense and defense.” 

Apparently Moody did. Not only was he the leading scorer, 
but his team's best defensive man who also did all of the 
extra-point kicking and punting. Tagged “Big Train,” his jersey 
bearing the number “44” because he was a sign of terror to 
those who crossed his path on the gridiron. 

After a “mixed team of Negroes and whites, led by Moody, 
thrashed Woody Hayes’ Buckeyes at Ohio State, recails 
Moody, “Hayes came over to me and said, ‘Moody, you’re the 
meanest fullback we’ve ever come up agaisntV' 

And from Woody, that meant a lot. 

And to Moodv, it meant much more - recognition from one 
of the best coaches of any time. 

“Mixed team?” 

Well, it was rare in those days for white boys to play with 
colored boys And heaven alone knows when that prejudice 
will completely vanish in our society. 

Lose On Forfeit Number 

The war came to Moody who dropped out of the college 
ranks .md eventually wound up in the Fifth Army. And 
whene er the Fifth had a chance to call “time out” from the 
war, Moody and his gang of grid terrors took on all 
challengers. 

The Fifth’s fame reached the Twelfth Air Force and the 
challenge was made “Would the Fifth be willing to play the 
Air Force “1 1,” say, at Florence, Intaly, on New Year’s Day?” 

Agreed. 

And the Spaghetti Bowl of 1945 was born. 

“The news spread like wild fire that we were going to play,” 
said Moody. “Could you imagine 25,000 GIs gathering for that 

game?” 

The Nazis could. 

In fact, that infamous Berlin Sally (wonder whatever became 
of that siren?) said her boys wanted to play ball. She said that 
the Luftwaffe would gladly referee the match. 

So the stage was set for one of the most unusual grid games 
ever played. 

Not only did the gridders have to beware of the "bombs**’ on 
the ground, but from the real ones from the air 

Moody and the Fifth Army polished off the Air Force, 20-0, 
with “Big Train” running for two touchdowns and picking up 
two of the ext^a points. 

And the Air Force won the big one on a forfeit - Berlin 
Sal’s boyfriends didn’t show up. 

“They must have been tensed, unpredictable days,” said 
Moody, “But, they were exciting. Gee, they went by fast, 
didn’t they?” 

“Big Train,” like many other GIs came back “from the war 
to end all wars” and found it tough getting a job. He roamed 
the eastern states and in 1957 decided to come to Michigan 
where he found a home in Inkster. 

For the past nine years, Moody has been employed as a 
mechanic at Rupert Hillyard’s Mobile Service station, at 32215 
Michigan Avenue. 

"44” Retired 

Recently, “Moody” went back to his Alma Mater where he 
was presented his retired jency, Number “44,” framed to keep 
as a reminder of his legendary exploits. 

What would he offer in the way of advice to those 
youngsters who want to play football today? 

“Listen to your coach,” says Moody. “He’s the boss. And 
hit hard, block hard and give it all you got and you can't help 
but come out a winner.” 

Yep, retired gridders never die . , .

AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH A TRAFFIC 
VIOLATION BUREAU FOR THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE. 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

Section 1 . There is hereby created and established a Traffic 
Violation Bureau within the City of Belleville to handle the 
disposition of certain alleged ordinance violations. The Traffic 
Violation Bureau shall be under the supervision, direction and 
control of the City Clerk. 

Section 2. The City Clerk shall establish a convenient 
location for the Traffic Violation Bureau and, subject to the 
approval of the City Council, adopt rules and regulations for 
the operation thereof not inconsistent with this Ordinance. 

Section 3. No violation not scheduled in Section 6 of this 
Ordinance shall be disposed of by the Traffic Violation 
Bureau. The fact that a particular violation is scheduled shall 
not entitle the. alleged violator to disposition of the violation 
at the bureau and in any cate the person in charge of such 
bureau may refuse to dispose of such violation in which case 
may any person having knowledge of the facts may make a 
sworn complaint before any court having jurisdiction of the 
offense as provided by law.

WHEREFORE, it is the finding of the Township 
Board that the efficient administration of the District 
Court System and of Township government requires the 
establishment of a Romulus Township Parking 
Violations Bureau; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED: 

1. That the Romulus Township Parking Violations 
Bureau is hereby established. Such Bureau, pursuant to 
Section 8395 of Act 154 of Public Acts of Michigan, 

1968, shall accept pleas of guilty in parking violation 
cases, and shall collect fines and costs as prescribed in 
the ordinances, rules or regulations violated. 

2. Such Bureau shall be under the immediate 
supervision of the Township Clerk. The Township 
Supervisor and the Township Clerk shall delegate such 
Township personnel as may be necessary to handle the 
administration of such Bureau and shall report to the 
Township Board on the operation of such Bureau and 
shall recommend to the Township Board whatever 
personnel or equipment additions may be necessary. 

3. Such Bureau shall be operative as of January 2, 

1969, and shall accept pleas of guilty tendered on or 
after January 2, 1969. 

4. All fines and costs collected by such Bureau shall 
periodically be turned over to the Township Treasurer 
for disposition as the Township Board may by resolution 
provide.

THE INCREASE that goes 
into effect Jan. 1, was 
scheduled in the social security 
amendments of 1967. Those 
amendments increased cash 
benefits for all beneficiaries by 
at least 13 percent. The 
increase in benefits payable to 
workers and their families in 
the future will be even greater, 
Levine said. 

Retirement protection for 
workers and their families is 
increased, and so is the 
protection wives and children 
have if the worker should die. 

There is also improved 
protection for the entire family 
if the family breadwinner 
should become disabled for 
work for a period of 12 
months or more. 

The contribution rate of 4.8 
percent for 1969-70 is actually 
slightly lower than the 4.9 
percent rate that was scheduled 
for those 2 years in the 
previous law, Levine said. 

GRADUAL INCREASES are 
scheduled in the contribution 
rate until, for 1987 and later, 
the rate will be 5.9 percent. 
Levine noted that this is only 
0.25 of one percent higher 
than the rate scheduled in the 
law before the amendments of 
1967. This rate includes 5.0 
percent for retirement, 


survivors, and disability 
insurance, and 0.9 percent for 
hospital insurance. 

Younger workers, as well as 
those who are middle-aged or 
older, can look forward to 
getting social security 
retirment benefits worth 
considerably more than the 
total they will pay into social 
security toward that retirement 
protection, Levine stated. 

In addition, he said, they 
have survivors and disability 
insurance under social security 
that may mean as much as 
$75,000 to $100,000 in 
payments to u\ individual 
family, should the worker die 
or become disabled for work 
before retirement. 

• • • 

I LOOK at the schedule of 
benefits and contributions in 
today’s law, Levine said, will 
assure the worker that his 
social security is a good 
investment. But he can look 
forward to an ever greater 
appreciation in its value in the 
years ahead. 

Unlike the usual private 
insurance contract which 
promises a fixed amount of 
monev in return for a specified 
premium, the value of social 
security protection grows as 
the economy grows.

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Vacationing in Florida This Winter? 
AAA Describes Four Best Routes 




If you are driving to Florida 
during the coming winter 
months, you'll be in good 
company because 90 percent 
of Michiganians who go choose 
that way to get there. 

Those driving to the 

Sunshine State from Michigan 
should plan to spend at least 
three days each way, 3 Vi days 
if the destination is Miami, 
reported Jerry E. Fisher, 
Automobile Club of Michigan 
touring manager. 

If time is a factor, then it's 
probably best to consider 
flying, since this can add 

almost a week to your time in 
Florida. More flights have been 
added this winter, offering a 
wide choice in departure. 

Eastern Airlines offers 44 

flights weekly, an increase of 
110 percent more non-stop 
flights to Florida, four of them 
direct flights from Detroit to 
Miami. Eastern also offers 
non-stop service to Fort 

Lauderdale, Tampa and the 
wtst coast of Florida. A new 
addition this year is West Palm 
Beach. * 

DELTA’S WINTER schedule 
includes 25 daily jet services 
from Detroit to Florida. Seven 
are to Miami, including three 
non-stops; six to Tampa, 
including two non-stops; four 
to Jacksonville; three to 
Orlando and West Palm Beach; 
and two to Fort Lauderdale. 

For Michigan motorists who 
drive to Florida, Auto Club 
offers a choice of four routes. 
Each has its good features. For 
convenience, they have been 
designated A, B, C and D. 
There also are optional routes. 
Motorists who have driveh to 
Florida before report there is 
variety in going one route and 
returning another, Fisher said. 

Route A, with an ultimate 
destination of Tampa-St. 
Petersburg - Clearwater, is most 
popular Eastern Michigan 
motorists will go by way of 
Toledo, Cincinnati and 
Lexington to Nashville, from 
where there are two choices - 
to continue on Route A 
through Chattanooga and 
Atlanta or on Route A-l 
through Birmingham and 
Montgomery, Ala., and Panama 
City and Tallahassee, Fla. 

Central Michigan residents 
join the route near Fort Wayne 
or Indianapolis and continue to 
Nashville. In winter, the 
northern portion of Route A 
--has practically no mountain 
\ driving and usually is in better 
condition than the other 
routes. From Detroit to Miami, 
it is 1,504 miles, 61 miles 
longer than Route B, but 
driving time is the same. Route 
A also has 1,319 miles of 
four-lane highway, more than 
any other route, and 78 more 
miles than Route B. Tolls are 
S630. 


ROUTE B, through 
Cincinnati, Lexington, 
Knoxville, Chattanooga and 
Atlanta, is 1,443 miles. It 
provides good roads with 100 
miles of semi-mountainous 
country in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Central and western 
Michigan traffic joins the route 
in the Indianapolis or 
Cincinnati areas. Route B, 
shortest of the four routes at 
1,443 miles, has 1,208 miles of 
four-lane highway and tolls of 
$4.80 to Miami. 

Longest route is C, the 
year-around route, which uses 
the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
turnpikes. Total mileage of C is

1,593, the same as last year, 
with freeway miles of 1,080, 
only 16 more than last year. 
Tolls are $6.60, highest of the 
three routes. During winter, 
snow and ice may affect some 
portions of the route in West 
Virginia and North Carolina 
and the motorist is advised to 
check on possible adverse 
conditions before using it. 

In some southern states, 
cattle may roam on the 
highways. Fisher urged utmost 
caution by motorists when 
traveling, especially at night in 
Georgia and Florida.

DNR Trail-Blazing on State 
Forests for Snowmobilers 


Can you picture yourself 
swooshing over a super-long 
snowmobile trail all the way 
from Detroit to Copper 
Harbor? 

Of course, that’s a mission 
impossible because Michigan 
doesn’t have a trail like that. 

However, if all the state 
forest snowmobile trails blazed 
by the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) were linked 
together, they would stretch 
5 72 miles — almost the 
distance from Michigan’s 
Motor City to that picturesque 
little Copper Country village. 

Winding their way through 
state forests in northern 


Michigan and ready for 
winter’s powcrslcdders are 27 
snowmobile trails, 5 of them 
newly laid out by the DNR 
since last season. 

Ranging in length from 5 to 
65 miles, these well-marked 
routes collectively span 148 
miles in 7 state forests of the 
Upper Peninsula and 424 miles 
in 23 state forests of the 
northern Lower Peninsula. 

• • *

twist and turn through state 
forest areas in Mackinac, 
Menominee, Luce, Marquette, 
Schoolcraft, Chippewa and 
Alger counties. In the northern

Lower Peninsula, they cross 
both state forests and private 
lands where the DNR has 
acquired public easements in 
Montmorency, Benzie, Grand 
Traverse, Kalkaska, 
Cheboygan, Presque Isle, 
Alpena, Antrim, Lake, 
Gladwin, Oscoda, Ogemaw, 
Roscommon, and Missaukee 
counties. 

The new trails, added since 
last year, are Seul Choix Point 
in Schoolcraft County, Betsie 
River in Benzie Cpunty, Devil's 
Swamp in Alpena County, and 
Tin Cup Spring and Lincoln 
Hills, the last pair part of a 
3-in-l course in Lake County. 

Those last 2 courses have 
been branched on to the 
previous Little Manistee River 
route to form the Motor Sport 
Trail. 'All told, this course 
covers 91 miles, a distance 
which can be “short-circuited" 
by getting off at any of 3 
link-up points. 

ALL OF THE 27 state forest 
trails are well marked. In 
wooded areas, they are 
designated by 4-5 inch orange 
circles painted on trees at 1 50 
to 300 foot intervals. Through 
wide open spaces, 
snowmobilers can keep on the 
right track by following stakes 
bearing orange or yellow 
ribbons. 

Many of these trails have 
convenient, snow-plowed 
parking lots at their starting 
points which are kept clear by 
county road commissions in 
cooperation with the DNR. 

Detailed individual maps of 
each trail are now available free 
from DNR area and district 
-foresters in northern Michigan. 

By late December, the 
Department also hopes to have 
free supplies of the “Michigan 
Sno-Mobile Trails Directory," 
showing locations of these 
state forest routes and similar 
courses in state parks and 
recreation areas. 

Copies of that folder will 
also list safety precautions and 
rules of outdoor etiquette for 
snowmobilers. They will be 
available through the DNR’s 
Publications Room in Lansing, 
and many of its field, district 
and regional offices throughout 
the state.

of four-lane highway have been 
added to the four routes, with 
just over half of the total 
added to Route B. 

Once in Florida, the motorist 
will find that Florida's miles of 
multi-laned highways continue 
to grow. Within the last year, 
196 miles have been added, 
bringing the Sunshine State’s 
total of multi-lane roads to 
2,801 miles. In addition, 283 
miles of multi-laning is under 
construction. 

1-95, being built to relieve 
traffic along Florida’s East 
Coast, will be completed from 
south of Daytona Beach to the 
tftatc line by the end of this 
year. Segments being finished 
arc 20 miles in the vicinity of 
Jacksonville and almost four 
miles near Daytona Beach. 

With the last segment of 1-75 
now joined to 1-4 at the Tampa 
interchange, this major route is 
complete from Macon, Ga. 
Plans also are under 
consideration to have 1-75 
continue from Tampa to 
Miami.

OTHER HIGHWAY 
developments in Florida 
include: , 

I- 10, being constructed 
across northern Florida, will 
have 56 additional miles 
completed this winter. Added 
to the western portion of the 
interstate were 26.9 miles from 
US-90 near Pensacola to 
Florida 87 east of Milton. 
Included is a scenic bridge 
spanning Escambia Bay. 

Another segment of 1-10 was 
opened between US-129 north 
of Live Oak to 1-75, a distance 
of 8.2 miles. An additional 8.4 
miles will be completed from 
US-129 to US-90 west of Live 
Oak by early 1969. 

1-4, which crosses the state 
from the St. Petersburg area to 
Daytona Beach, will have a 
10.5-mile extension through 
St. Petersburg completed soon. 

The last segments of 1-75 are 
being completed inside the 
Tampa city limits. The final 
connection with 1-4 is due for 
completion by the first of the 
year, according to Florida 
highway officials. 

Train or bus transportation 
to Florida also is available for 
those who have the time and 
want to see scenery. 

Since a car offers the best 
way to get around once in 
Florida, many who travel by 
air, rail or bus rent a car upon 
arrival. 

Car rental agencies charge 
either a flat daily or weekly 
rate, with mileage charges 
added.

Jacobson. 

And while many more 
people hesitate to talk about 
the past because so much is 
said about tiresome 
reminiscences and 
comparisons, Dr. Jacobson says 
these conversations can be a 
great source of information 
and delight for grandchildren. 

Tales of a grandparent’s 
youth give a genuine and 
personal meaning to the past 
that a child may not get in any 
other way.

In The Open

T his being the season for inventories and accountings, so 
why not a quick review of the stages of outdoor 
recreation, rated as Michigan’s second most important 
industry. 

A new stage, taking shape in recent years is symbolized in 
the new name for the Department of Conservation - Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources. 

The Department has to cover a lot of ground, take care of a 
lot of interests, satisfy a lot of people. It must explain the ups 
and downs of the pheasant population and it must try to 
accommodate an expanding army of campers flocking to state 
parks. It must fight pollution and recommend seasons for 
harvesting brook trout, elk, woodcock and numerous other 
species. 

The scope of the Department’s functions expands, year after 
year. Looking back - not bothering to dig up dates - we can 
outline the stages that the department has gone through, 
dating back a full century. 

The history of the passenger pigeon in Michigan can be 
found in any public library, although reading about the 
incredible abundance - and the unspeakable 
slaughter - doesn’t make the impression that we old-timers 
got, listening to men who were on the scene. 

Ravaging of the nesting grounds convinced a few observers 
that passenger pigeons needed protection. Laws were Enacted, 
but they were too late and too weak. 


IT WAS only by costly trial and error that the limited value 
of law as a conservation measure was demonstrated. The first 
law for the benefit of deer set a limit of five per hunter. Men 
who had been content with one deer for family use felt 
obligated to kill five as proof of their prowess. 

About that time the planting of fish and game seemed like a 
perfect means of improving wildlife resources. It was the 
United States Bureau of Fisheries that sponsored carp as an 
ideal species for Michigan waters. 

Not all of the planting projects gave negative results. 
Rainbow trout, brown trout, pheasants were brought in and 
became highly important assets. 

But eventually it was discovered that dumping millions of 
infant fish into lakes and streams did not produce a 
super-abundance of game fish. Many lakes were ruined for 
sport by excessive populations of starving, stunted fish. 

At this stage it seemed logical to think that wildlife could be 
greatly helped by killing off its natural enemies. The bounty 
system became an important pan of conservation, and only 
after a vast amount of money was wasted did it become 
obvious that bounties are worse than useless. 

Game wardens, most of them holding their jobs because of 
their value to local political machines, were reprded as public 
enemies by the general public. However conscientious, a game 
warden worked against heavy odds, his usefulness judged 
solely by a number of arrests and convictions he recorded. 

• • • 

A BIG CHANGER-OVER was due; from negative to positive 
conservation. Michigan was a leader in the new approach. 

it may have been the establishment of a non-political 
conservation commission, in the twenties, that ushered in the 
era of positive management. There was strong resistance to 
scientific methods in fish and wildlife programs. At that same 
time Michigan farmers were being exposed to applied science. 
Like the sportsmen of that time, farmers sneered at the 
“college boys." 

We are now well into what might be called the ecological 
stage, with a Conservation Director, Ralph H. MacMullan, who 
fervently preaches ecology, the interrelationships of organisms 
and their environment, as the basis of all fish and wildlife 
management.' 

Deer, and second - growth cedar and popple. Quail and 
clean farming. Beaver on trout streams. While the endless 
struggle goes on, to provide outdoor recreation for more and 
more people with diminishing areas of unspoiled woods and 
waters.
